Looking Back Upon 
75th Anniversary 
Celebration Here

cover two views of the anniversary 
in such m anner th a t one carmot 
comment on them, one can but 
present them. 
The first from an Omaha, Ne­ 
braska, paper, is as follows: 
"The old men are returning to 
Gettysburg this week. 
Feeble of 
frame, gray of hair, quavering of 
voice, they are going back by twos 
and threes in little groups to re­ 
visit the scene of one of the events 
th at will ever rem ain im perish­ 
able in the history of the land. 
The old men who once were many, 
are few now. 
Once they were 
many who marched from the field 
where their comrades died; but 
time takes its toll as surely, if not 
as suddenly, as bullets and now 
only a handful of the armies that 
m et there in fatal contest will re ­ 
turn to relive their day of struggle. 
"Our 
lives 
are merged 
from 
great cities, but it seems that it 
is in the villages that history is 
made. 
If one were to think of a 
place where American freedom 
made its first bold recognition, one 
would think 
of the greens at 
Lexington and Concord, where a 
few men first stood to their guns 
to halt the British arm s. 
And 
when one thinks of a place where 
th a t freedom was held from divi­ 
sion, one thinks of Gettysburg, the 
farthest north of the Confeder­ 
ate advance, the decisive battle of 
the Civil war. 
"The poet wrote: 
" The village sleeps, a name un­ 
known, till men 
With life-blood stain its soil 
and pay the due 
That lifts it to eternal flame 
—for them 
Tis grown a Gettysburg or 
Waterloo.’ 
"Twice blest is Gettysburg, for 
it was not alone the scene of 
battle, but the inspiration for, and 
the scene of delivery also, of one 
of the most 
sublime 
addresses 
ever given in the English language; 
one of the most eloquent tributes 
lo battle heroism; 
one of the 
plainest statem ents of the Ameri­ 
can creed of government. 
"Since Lincoln spoke at G ettys­ 
burg he would be rash Indeed who 
would 
attem pt 
to 
phrase 
any 
tribute to the men who died there, 
or to the living who return this 
year. The final word was spoken 
when the Battlefield cemetery was 
dedicated by the President who 
did not then know th a t the cause 
he lead would be trium phant, who 
even thought his few phrases wen* 
destined to be forgotten. 
"There is nothing more to be 
said; but there 
was 
one 
more 
thing to be done. 
Since Gettys­ 
burg so truly was the decisive 
struggle of the wfar, and since it 
embodies in a sense the whole is­ 
sue th a t divided the north and 
the south, it was the one place 
for the final symbolic act of re­ 
union between those who once 
faced each other on its field of 
death. 
T hat reunion is taking 
place this year. Not only are the 
veterans of the north assembling, 
but also the veterans of the south. 
The Blue and the Gray, united 
long since 
by 
brotherhood, will 
meet and mingle 
in 
friendship 
where they fought as enemies. It 
is the final representation of the 
completion of the union. 
MORE 
"So the old men returning carry 
with them the blessings of tile 
people north and south. 
As they 
clasp hands amid scenes of fright­ 
ful recollection, they rem ind those 
who would still divide this coun­ 
try, 
still 
separate 
its 
people, 
still 
foster 
bitterness 
and 
hatred, that the better way is the 
way of peace; the high road is the 
road of co-operation; 
th at the 
strength of the land is a single 
devotion to its principles. 
"Soon the old men will die. But 
they will live without regret. For 
it is given to the few to live 
gloriously—and they have been 
among those few.” 
A 
ND this, front a Topeka, Kan­ 
sas, paper, suggests th a t tile 
Civil war may not have been nee- 
cessary after all: 
"Suppose th a t Lincoln and Con­ 
gress had 
taken 
the 
advice of 
Horace Greeley and let the erring 
sisters go,’ as lie expressed J,t in 
the New York Tribune,” wonders 
the editorial writers. 
"You may 
say we would in that event have 
had a divided country split into 
hostile and largely im potent frag­ 
ments. 
Greeley believed that the 
separation would have been only 
temporary and th a t w ithin a few 
years the southern states would 
have been willing and anxious to 
get back into the union. 
"Evidently 
th at 
opinion 
was 


shared by some of the leaders of 
the Confederacy. 
Gen. Robert E. 
Lee, while his loyalty to the state 
of Virginia m ade him join the Con­ 
federacy. did not believe secession 
was a good thing for the south. He 
no doubt honestly believed in the 
right of the state to secede but at 
the same time he believed that the 
union of all the states was to their 
advantage. He had been educated 
by the government. 
He held a 
commission from the President of 
the United States and had fought 
for the United States 
His was a 
divided allegiance. 
There is no 
doubt that lie went with his state 
with profound regret and th at he 
had 
to war against the Govern­ 
ment 
he 
had 
loyally and ably 
served. 
"Robert 
Toombs, 
of 
Georgia, 
was known as the most violent 
secessionist leader in the south. 
He was the man who boasted that 
he would call the roll of his slaves 
on Bunker Hill. 
After the close 
of the war he was almost alone in 
refusing to accept amnesty and to 
the day of his death he did not 
enjoy the privilege of citizenship 
of the United States. 
However, 
even he believed th a t Confederacy 
could not last without a war. He 
was quoted as saying: ‘Unless we 
sprinkle blood in the faces of the 
people of the south they will be 
back in the union in ninety days.’ 
As he hated the north he wanted 
war to unite 
the 
people of the 
south against the north, and in 
th at he was logical. The war did 
not unite tile m ajority of the 
whites in the south and has kept 
them united ever since. 
"Suppose Greeley’s advice had 
been taken. 
W hat would have 
happened? Of course we can only 
guess. Our guess is th a t the south 
seeing the economic advantages of 
a union with the north would 
have come back into the union; 
that slavery would been abolished 
as an economic if not as a hu­ 
m anitarian 
m easure 
and 
the 
political divisions of the country 
would be different from what they 
are now.” 
The immensity of the "if,” or, 
as 
John 
Henry 
used 
to 
say, 
"Hindsight ain’t half so hard as 
lookin’ ahead.”

By that he meant a new gadget 
th at not only has whacked off the 
shirt tail, but has reduced the shirt 
to the role of a sartorial stooge. 
He was right. 
The newest thing 
is a combination coat-skirt—a sort 
of abbreviated skirt and collar th at 
button into the coat 
Oh, yes. it 
works, or a patent wouldn’t have 
been granted. 
Time w as- from a patent exami­ 
ner’s point of view—when the in­ 
ventive genius of the entire United 
States appeared to be centered in 
the shirt tail 
In the early 1920’s the authorities 
predicted the end of the shirt tail 
when inventors turned out; 
I A shirt that buttoned to the 
tiousers’ top and thereby held up 
t h e p a n t s , eliminating b e l t s , 
suspenders and the shirt tail 
2. An elongated garter that fast­ 
ened high on the shirt, stretched 
down the trouser legs and anchored 
on the socks, making the shirt tail 
a useless appendage. 
3 A shirt that turned into under­ 
wear when it disappeared below the 
belt. 


HOUSE PROBERS 
HIRE 2 SLEUTHS 
TO GATHER DATA 


Harrisburg, Aug. 
16 
(AP)—The 
I House investigating committee hired 
I two sleuths today to collect evidence 
pertaining to charges lodged against 
14 persons prominent in Pennsyl­ 
vania’s new deal leadership. 
The “operatives” as they were 
termed by Chairman Herbert Cohen 
of the committee, will go to work 
at once, despite the body's inactivity 
pending a supreme court ruling on 
the validity of a Dauphin county 
grand jury investigation of the same 
charges. 
An appropriation bill for $50,000 
was introduced in the house Mon­ 
day night to finance the committee. 
Cohen declined to divulge the 
identity of the investigators. 
The supreme court has indicated 
ic would rule in September on the 
constitutionality of an adm inistra­ 
tion-sponsored program to suspend < 
the grand jury inquiry. 
In the meantime, an order of the 
Dauphin 
county 
court 
prohibits 
Dauphin county District Attorney 
Carl B. Shelley, and former Attorney 
General Charles J. Margiotti, who 
preferred the charges, from testify­ 
ing before the house committee. The 
order also impounds all the evidence 
in the case. 
Cohen has promised Chief Justice 
John W. Kephart of the supreme 
court that his committee would not 
infringe on the court's ruling. 
“If we can’t examine Shelley, the 
excuser, and Margiotti, the chief 
witness, how can we possibly ac­ 
complish anything?” he asked. 
The legislature, summoned spec­ 
ially to enact the investigation pro­ 
gram, will recess this week until 
■ September 6. Cohen said his com- 
i mittee would hold no further “open 
! hearings” until the assembly re­ 
turns.
